CHAPTER 50.

to Section 181 of the Constitution of

But, yon say, commercially consider- 
ed, things have not been bad in Ken- 
tucky for the past few years. Thanks 
to the management of onr national 
affairs that is true. But we have, af- 
ter all received onlv a small proportion 
of what I contend Is doe oa. Where 
we have got our thousands, our neigh- 
bore have reaped their tens of thous- 
ands, with natural advantages no 
greater than ours. In studying the

Now, why do we get 
cheese parings'.' Because tbe big 
profit is gatnered in by a class ..f men 
who constitute what is kLown as man- 
ufacturing talent. These men have 
peculiar characteristics of their own. 
Tney are not lawyers, they are not 
politicians, and as a rule they con- 
sider that the less they have to do 
with either of these classes of men 
the better oft they are. Their aim in 
life is to establish a home where they 
can live happily with their wives and 
raise their families. They are stndior* 
men and carefully consider the con- 
ditions where they can live to the 
best advantage. They naturally want 
I to nave advantages for their wives 
and children in the shape of the beat 
intellectual opportunities, especially 
common txbools and personal safety. 
An honest expenditure of public funds 
and honest count of tneir ballots 
weigh heavily in deciding with 

These people are possessed of means, 
which they invest in permanent form 
in the shape of factories and homes, 
and in niaaing these investments they 
carerully consider the probability of 
their efforts to bnild up their sur- 
roundings increasing the valae of 
their investments. Where they ouy 
h home for H,0M they hope in the 
course of ten years to find it iu the 
midst of a flourishing town, so that 
they can realize *o,ihm» for it. 

We ktow very well that these con- 
ditions do not exust in Kentucky to- 
day. We know very well that they 
must exist before we can hope to lie 
the 'cnimon wealth which our natural 
advantages entitle ns to be. 

The problem then is: How can these 
conditions be brought about I Perhaps 
you will say that now comes the time 
for the candidate to assert himself and 
aay: "By turning out tbe men that
